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Ecing that the Enemy madein the Moneth of 1#- 

1165 great war'ike preparations to come into the 

field, and had appointed his rendezvous at Ballart 
about the Towne of Lier ,hauing laide a bridge betore 
che Cirtie of Antwerpe vpon the Riuer of the Shelde, 
at which time the Hay was already- gathered into the 
Barnes, and the Ric began to grow ripe; the Prince of 
Orange ſtrengthened all the garriſon Townes and Ca- 
tiles which lievpon the Frontiers of the Dominions of 
the Scares , and ſend a Patent to the Gonernour 1#ſti- 
#4 of N aflaw, by the meanes of which he might com- 
mand yer five Companies which lay in Garriſon ar 
Geertruydenberg ro come to the Towne of Breda as 
they did afterwards; namely,on the 22. of the Moneth 
_ of 1uliwthe Marqnefſc Spinols being then yet ac Turn- 
hour, fo that the Towne was furnithed with 30. Com- 
panes of foot and fiue troups of horſe, 

On the 23. ot the ſame Moneth arriued there like- 
wileyet 15. Companies that came out of Holland and 
were landed at Swalew, the Guard of the Prince of O- 
range —_ one of chem , as likewile ſeueral! Compa- 
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aies of Colonels ; namely , Sir Charles ygorgan, and 
of the Colonels Haultrige and Leckeren, 


On the foure and wentie:th of this Moneth came tl:c 
Marqueſle Spino/rin the Barronnic of Breda, and arri- 
ned ar Batle and Alphen, making ſhew as if hee would 
direftly march rowards the Towne of Breda : 
The Gouernour J#{timns of Naſſaw , ſent on the {ame 
day ater dinner time three troupes of Horſe rowards 
Geertruydenberg, thinking itnot fir to keepe fo ma- | 
ny horſes ina Towne that was likely to be beſieged, 


On the five and ewenrieth of this Moneth marche 
the Marqueſle Spr7z0ls with-his Armic towards Cham, 
' which is a Village that lieth on the right way which 
leaderh towards this Towne of, Breda, and tur- 
ning thence at his left hand , hee went towards the 
Village of Gilſen, and beate there tis Campe downe 
in the fields , notwithſtanding that hee knew that 
there was a ſtrong Garriſon in the Towne, fecin'z 
that he was preuented to execute his other enterprites 
which he intended to doe. All the Colonels that were 
then in the Towne had preſently vpon his approaching 
their quarters appointed ynto them, | 


The Lord of Lockeren was with his Low-Countri- 


menand ſome Scottithmen inquartercd on the welt- 
| ide 
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ſide of the Towne 4, the Lord Haulteriue had his quar. 
rer appointed vnto him on the Sourh-fide of the town: 
an] (trercheth frem the gate of Ginnekens (which lea- 
dcth to that Village) to the Fort of Mauretzus. 

And Colonell Morgrn was enquartered with [1's 
Enelith forces on the Eaſt-{ide of the Towne, There 
was likewiſe preſently retrenchment made of three 
points, before cuery one of the ftue horne-workes : bur 
the points which were raiſed in the middle of them 
were longer then the other that they might be cur off _. 


if occaſion ſhould ſerue. 


The Spaniſh Camp continued at Gilſen for the ſpace 
ot 3 3. dayes, tarrying there from the 25, of Iuly, vari!l 
the 26, of Auguſt,at which time the hotteſt dog-dayes 
were, and the enemies were in great want of water : 
They fethr their prouiſton for horſes our of the village 
which lay hercabout, and got in the beginning from 
the Towne of Lier by the way of Turnhout ſuch ſtore 
of Bread, Meale, Beere, that tore of their muni- 
tion Bread being become muſty they were compelled 
to bury it to caſe themſelues of the noylome ſmell 
which came out of it :. But afterwards the Con: 
voyes tatryingy ſometimes too long away, the Spa- 
nith Campe was in great want, and many of the enc- 
mies ſor:[diers did runne both to this Towne and to 
Holland , the moſt part of them were [ralians, an: 
were ſhipped to goe towards their owne co!3- 
treys after they had gotten from the Commitho- 
ners of the States ſome money for them. to tra- 
uell withall. | 
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The Corne being abour this time growne ripe, 
wee receiued not onely great ſtore of it in the towne 
bur alſo many pecces of Ordnance, beſides a great 
' quantitie of munition, and other neceſſary prouifion. 


On the fourereenth of Auguſt went Count /ohn of 
Naflaw, and the Lord of Grobbendonck with fome 
rroupes of horſe & foot from Gilfe towards Sheroger « 
both, and hauing thence march at farre as the Towne 
of Graue , they came againe to Loon on; the fixe and 


rwentieth day of Augutt, 


The next night was the Spaniſh Campe remoued 
from Gilſen, and brought to Ginnckens before Breda, 
and the Marqueſſe Spiznels hauing beſer the water Mill 
which lieth berweene Ginnekens and the Towne with 
{ome Souldiers , he cauſed a Skonce to be made about 
it, and made preſently his head-quarter at Ginnekens ; 
the Colonell Bag ons hauing quartered his forces at 
ter Heyden where he tooke ſome Barkes, and a Shallop 

_ of oneot our men of VVarre, being notable to cſcape 
by reaſon of a contrary wind and —__ weather : hee 
forced our men which were in them to forſake the 
Barkes and Shallop by the meanes of two pecces of 
Ordnance which hee had planted neere to. the 
Ruer of Marke, and in ſuch manner vpon them, 
that they ſecing no meane to ſane their Veſſels, 
landed themſelues on the fide of the Hape to 

lave themiclues, leauing the Barkes and Shal- 
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lops witi their loadings ar the diſpoſition of the E-.

The Gouernour of this Towne 1»/{inws of Naſſaw, 
cauſed on the ſame Euening diuers houſes to bee 
fired, ſeeing they ſtood too neere to it, and c- 
ſpecially ſuch as were built on theſe following 
places; namely, the Sand-berg, Mole-gracht, and 
Louenſdike : the firſt fignifeth the Sand-hill , the 
ſecond the Mill-dicch,the third the dike ar Louen. 


And on the laſtday of Auguſt was likewiſe burnt 
- the Mill which (tood ſhort on the Sand-hull. 


On the fſixch of September were likewiſe fired 
the Mannour of Zuylen, beſides diners other 
houſes that were buile on the Hearh of Buerficed, 
and on the Low-ſtreert neere the ae

On the fifteenth and eighteenth were againe fome 


houſes burne, both on the Molen- grarits ouenſdyk, 
and at Terteringen. 


And on the third ot October there were yet ſome 
houſes |

houſes fired thar ſtood in a place which is called the 
Emer, the chiefe Ccmmaunders of this Towne 
taking more confideration (as is fitting) to the ge- 
nerall good, then to the damage and griefe of parti- 


_ cular perſons. 


On the cight and twentieth of Auguſt was not one- 
'y the wood of the Prince of Orange (which is called 
r'Belerenboſch ) cut off : but likewiſe other trees that 
were planted about the Towne, and were altogether 
brought mtorit 


| On the farſiday of September, cauſed our Gouer- 
. nourand the reſt of the Councel! of warre which is 
 inthis Towne.a Skonce to bee raiſed about the houſe 
| ofrecreation of the Prince of Orange, and the Hill 
which is cailed Belerenboich , to preuent the taking 
of rhat place , fecing that the Enemies might thence 
command with their Ordncnice which lie before the 
C aftle of this Towne. 


And on the ſame day was the Mill likewile pul- 
led down that ſtood without the gate of Hadyke,be- 
ing commonly called the Emperours Mill; and on the 
tame place was alſo a Skonce raiſed. There were like- 
vile about the fame ume diwuers horne-workes made 
c!'ofe to the Bull-workes of ſpite to Canfield, . 
A tawritins, Neſſaw and Lambrecht to prevent the 
approaching ot our Enemies , ſeeing that our 
preat horne-workes lay nol to farre one from ano- 
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On the 6 of September came the Enemies in the 
village which is called ter Hage, and the Count of 
yok eaking there his Quarter , fortified him 
from that place vnto the village of Eemer, and laid 
againſt the place which is called the great wooda 
bridge which he laid vpon boates , raiſed two 
Sconces on each fide ot the Riuer, and cauſed nor 
oncly both abouec and below the bridge , piles 
be beaten in the water , but appointed alſo ſome 
to make the waye high which runneth through the 
lowe field where lyeth his Quarter, — | 

The Magiſtrates of this towne did likewiſe in 
the mecane time theirbeſt endeauours, lodged their 
ſtrong Garriſon in {cuerall houſes ot our Burgers, 
and taxing all manner of victualles, commanded. 
that tiiey ſhould not be ſouldar any higher rate 
then they were bought before the liedge of this 
cowne was made. A quatter of Rye is fould5. 

Guiiders, the French 
VWheate for 4. Guilders , the Barlic tor 3. Guil- 
ders, and 15.

Guilders, a pickled 
Hering 7. deuts, a pound of ſtockfiſh for ;. ſtuy- 
uers and hal'e , a pound of cheeſe of rer Gow for 
3- ftuyuers, rhe new cheeſe of Edam ar 3. flnyvers 
and the old at 4. ſtuyuers for enery pound , the 
greene cheeſe at 2. ſtuyucrs and a halte, barrcll bur- 
ter at 6. ſtyyuers and 2 deuts the pound, the quart 


of Oyle of Turneps-lced for 8. ftuyucrs and a halte, 
B : thc 
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the quart of ſalet Oyle for 24. ftuyuers, a pound of 
Candels for 6. ſtuyuers , a pound of Beefe for 2. 
ſtuyuers, and 3. ſtuyuers and a halfe for the beſt 
pecces. Although there haue bin found ſome Bur- 
gers which for their priuate gaine ſould ſome vi- * 
ualles at higher rates, they durſt not afterwards 
venture againe,being copelledre paic a fine by the . 
ordcr of : Magiſtrates which condemned them 
in it. The Rye was neuer {ould dearer from the be- 
ginning of this fiedge: and when flcſh ,butcer, and 
cheeſe begunne to grow ſcant, we vicd here oyle, 
firrop & hunny in lieu of them:che Magiſtrates ha- 
uing ſer them ata reaſonable price. Some dayes in 
the weeke our Fiſhermen fifh in the ditches of this 
Towne , and get great ſtore of fiſh, and eſpecially a 
great number of Eceles, and bring theja to the 
market, tothe great contencment of the Garriſon 
and the Burgers of this towne. | 
Abour this time there was conſented that Sr. 
Tobn Aerſſen Knight and Droſt of Breda.ſhould ap- 
peare amongſt the reft of the Countell of Warrc of 
this rowne, being Colonell of the Burgers, and 
haue there his Seate and voyce. 
Maſters Roeloffe Bax, and Euffaiivs Surmoms, 
which are Aldermen of this towne , and Reccaucrs 
of the Impeſts and Licences of the Statcs , bauing 
order and authority from the Counſell of the Vni- 
red Prouinces , to leauie mony vpon Bond for to 
payethe Souldicrs , and other charges of raifing 
ofncw workes , or making new reparations : They 
quite 
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quire themſclues very well and vſing the beſk 


| meanes they could doc toaccomplithrheir charge: 
they cauſcd the richer forte of the Burgers to come 
inthe Town. houſe; which being likewiſe by good 
reaſons perſwaded by the reſt of the Magiſtrates, 
lent good ſummes of money vnto them, in the 
name of the States Generall : ſuch which had no 
money to ſpare, but onely aboundance of cornc, 
either of their owne or otothers that had broughe 
it into the trowne to faue ic there,they ſouldir, and 
lent likewife the moneys procceding 'thence to 
them, tor the vic of the Vnited Prouinces. Andto 
finde more plenty of filuer and gold , the Magi- 
ſtrares ſet many peeces vpon a price ( that was not 
valewed by the laſt Proclamation which the States 
| General! made about the coyne) and marked them 
with a ſmall ſtamp, being lent to the Land, By 
thoſe meanes haue now tor the ſpace of 4. months 
beene payed , bath the Souldiers and ſuch Which 
take the Fortifications in hand , to the great con- 
rentement and admiration of enery one. 

The Peſt encreaſing daily, fuch Souldiers as 
were ſicke of it , were: preſently ſent to the Peſt- 
houſe of the towne , where they wanted neither 
meate , Phiſicke, nor ſpirituall conſolation and 
comforrt. 

The Preachers of this towne haue at the requeſt 
of the Magiſtrates made rwo Sermons more cuery 
weeko then they were vied to doe before the fiedge, 
and rcad ſome comfortable paſſages of the Scrip- . 
2 eur© 
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rure to comfort the common people, and exhorte 
them to the amendment of their lives ; and ſerious 
and rien Woman ro the Almightie. 

The laſt of Auguſt went ſome Souldiers of the 
Quarter of the Lowe: Countric men in the nighe 
time, towards Boymeer , and hauing croft the 
Riucr of Weere-reyſe ; they expelled the Encmics 
out of the Gardens of the newe Cloiſter, and kild 
ſome of them the foote of the Enemies deſired 
their horſe ro ſtaye and ſuccour them, bur they 
would nor, and went very ſwitcly away with foure 
legges, where-vpon owyr men retreated |1kewiſe 
when they had hred thble Gardens. 

On the 7. of September, rod Mr. Bergaine with 
his Companie of horſe towards the village of the 
Hage, and ſurpriſed there a Corps-de-guarde of 
the Enemies, flue and tooke many of them : there 
was a Troupe of the Enemies horſe not farre from 
this Corps-de-guarde , bur they neuer ſtirred, and 
ir may be that they thought themſclues not ſtrong 
enough, or that otherwiſe they law nor our horle, 

On the 9. of September very early in the mor- 
ning, went fome 600. men and 2. Troupes of 
horte with ſome field peeces, tomake an enterprile 
pon the Quarter of ter Hage; but the Enemics ha. 
uing receauednotice ot our defign;they laid them- 
' ſelues in ambuſcade, and flue with musket ſhor 
the Cavraine of the, Guard of the Prince of Orange, 
when kee was furning himſelte to fend fome 
Muskertiers againſt the Enemies : his armour was 

Carried 
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carried behind him, if he had putt on that ſhoe 
could not have offended him : he reported at his 
latter end , that he was aſhamed to marche in 
his armour , ſ{cing there wereſome Frenchmen 
in his Company that carryed none. | | 

The 19. of this month reſolued our Counſell 
of Warre, that the Lord of Lockeyen ſhould {end 
out of his Quarter two of his Companies to the 
Colonels Hawerrve and organ. And on the ſame 
day the Burgers vndertooke to watch and ward 
the walles and Bulwarkes which are round abour 
this towne , to calc the Souldiers ſeing that they 
were diminitthed,many ot them being runne away 
and deceaſcd by lickenefle , and were to detend the 
garcs and outworkes: The Burgers 91d this very 
willingly and with a good courage, and the an- 
ti-nt Captaines themſelnes watcht cuery fourth 
nighr,and the Gentlemen of the Companies them- 
{clues itood Sentinels,notdefiring ro be excuſed in 
{uch an occaſton ot neceiſirie. 

The Encmie ſtrengthened in the meane time all 
his workes,and ſpared neither wood nor bauins,fin- 
ding great quantirie of them; neuerthelc{[e, hee 
came not nearer to the towne,nor to the outworks, 
& raiſed ina place which is called the Fatcht;lome 
Sconces abour the 20. of September. 

The Prince of Poland being come into the Camp 
ofthe Marqueſſe Sprnla, hee cauſed many of his 
Peeces to be mounted in his Quarter of Gamnitens, 
and hauing madea great {moake , that the Peices 
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might not be ſecne, he diſcharged in the morning 
about cight of the clocke forme Pieces, without v- 
{ing any bullets, ſhooting ourot the Campe to- 
wards the fields, and not the towne, but in the e- 
uening, about cight of the clocke, when there was 
an Eclipſe in the tull Moone, he ſhot three vollics 
againſt the town, which amounted to 80. ſhotces, 
H1s Peices being planted low vpon the ground, the 
moſt part of the Iron bullers which he vied, flew o - 
uer the towne, fo that bur ſome roufes and wallcs 
of thehouſes of the rowne were hurt, to no great 
purpoſe and cffe£t. : 
On the next day,being the 27.0f this month, the 

Marques Spnolz viewedall his men in the prefence 

of che Prince of Poland, and abour'elcuen of rhe 
clocke, the Muxsketeers made three vollics with 
their ſhot, and wtth 28.Pcices of Ordinance,which 
were in one place, was the like done ; but 7. other 
Peices that wereellewhere, were not dilcharged, 

The moſt part of the Bullets did waigh either 12. 
or 24. pounds, beſtJes ſome few'that were teaviier. 

Some of them fell downe inthe ftreetes , ſome 

on the Market and Gardens, the moſt part flew 0- 
uer th: rowne, ſo that there was bur few that did 
any hurt to the houles of ir. With one ſhet wasa 
corner of the ſtares of the Steeple hurrt,& 6. other 
lighted vpo the Church,bur they did but little hure 
roir. Andiris to be maruailed at, that through the 
meere mercy ot the Almighty, with ſo many ſhots 
as the enemies made inthe {pace of two daies, there 
was no body hutt or {laine, either inthe rowne or 
| 1n 
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in the @utworks, 

About the {ame time, there were 50. Cannon- 
ſhot, made vyppon the Encmies, co anſwere their 

recting. 

Euen in the ſame time, we receaued here tidings 
in the town, how that Coun Henry V andenbery was 
comeinthe Campeof the Encmics, both with ma- 
ny horſe, and foote, and quartered them at Tette- 
ringem. 

On the 27.& 28.cowards night time,receiued the 
Gouernor of Breas 2. Letters ofthe ſame {ubſtance 
and contents, being both ſigned at Ramſaont , on 
the 26. by the Prince of Oraxye , to let him know, 
how thathe was c-:me in the Lomghitrace, and cauled 
about Gerirmidewbery a Bridge to be laicd to martch 
Ouer it with his forces, 

The Enemics hauing learned that the Prince of 
Or ange was drawing neare,, they cauſcd the-moſt 
part of their Ordinance to be carried towards Tet- 
ter ingew & the Parke. 

Sceing that the Male, and ſuch graines as they 
brew withall, were much deminithed, the Magi- 
rates this of town comanded that none ſhold af- 
terwards brew any Beare at any higher rate then 3. 
Gilders, and that the pot of it ſhould bee {olde for 
aſtiver and two duyts. 

Vpon the 28.0t this month,was here fbiddn 
that the Belles ſhould notbe rung at the time of a- 
ny Buriall, - 

On the 1. of Oftober ceaſed the Impolitions and 
aſſizes which were laid vpon ViQuals , drinke, 

ant 
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and ſuch other thinges as ſerue to nouriſh mens 

bogies. | | : 

— Ar the ſame day we ſawe here from our great 
Steeple, that the Armie of the Prince of Oranye 
martcht ouer the Bridge, that was laicd at Gertyws- 
dc,.bery , and that the Prince of Or#aye lect it aiter- 
wards downe at Acede and Siwyurſand. 

And we vnderitood allo afmuch by rwo Mcfſcn. 
gers that came the ſamenigit in this rowne, 

The Gouernor, divers Collonels, and Ing:ners, 
went about the ſame time our of this rown,to view 
the (mall Parke, which was vntil that time warded 
by our horſe, and to conſult whether ic was fir an 
conuenient to fortific ir, and prouide it with Ordi- 
nanceto ſhoote thence in the great Parke, and vp- 
po the Bridge of che enemics. Bur they found grear 
difhculties in the marrer, and deterr'd it therefore 
till further con{14:ration, and oportunity might 
be taken. | | | | 

The Enemies ſent preſent! y the moft part of their 
horſe and foote towards the Meerberg, and the Gar. 
den ot an Abbor, who lived there in former time, 
and (toad for the ſpace vt ſome dayes in bartaile 
array, conceaurnyg that the Prince ot Orange would 
come to alſaulre them, 

On the 2. of October, begnn the Enemies to 
riiſe two ſconces, oneÞbetiwixe Tetteringew and Ter - 
- 3234210, 2m 4 rhe orher at Gagelaonet : They lahoured 
Ike wile very hard to fircngihen his Fortes and 
Tcenches of tier Cam2e, 


The 
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The Prince of Orame intrenched his Campe very 
firongly about Mecade,and compaſt it round abour 
with ſtrong ramparts,& planted vpon the dike of 
Faes Hariens. 12. Peices of Ordinance to detcnd 
that paſſage, and vppon the Sands 7. Peices to de- 
tend the foote that laye there : Moreouer, he plan- 
ted yet 12. Peices vppon the way of Howen , to [c- 
cure that paſlage. DS 

The Garriſon of Breda perceauing that the Mar- 
queſſc Sprmola had much weakened his Quarters by 
taking ſo many men out of them, ſtreke an alarum 
on the 4. of October,in the night time, and that not 
onely before one, but at all the gates of the towne, 
becauſerhe Enemics ſhould not come to ſuccour 
one another : And ſome ſouldicrs of the French 
' Quarter did runne as farre as Gemneken, and pulled 
ſome of their Paliſados out of the workes of the E- 
nemies, 

Attheir returne, they reported that if they had 
beenc ftrong, that they might eafily haue fired the 
Spaniſh Quarter which is at Ginneken, ſeing there 
were then but few Souldiers lefr, but they being in 
ſuch a {mall number durſt not goe turther toc leare 
ot the horſe of the Enemies. | 

On the5. of October tooke ſome foote of the 
Marquis Spinol/a (ome of our Cowes out of their Pa- 
{ture , but our horſe which warded the ſame daye 
the ſmall Parke , oucr-tooke them and got the 
Cowes againe , taking alſo two ot the Encimics as 
priſoners. pn x 
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On the $.of this month ſent the Lord of Lockeren 
many Waggons out of his Quarter rowards Zuy- 


len ro fetch thence wood for his Corps-de guarde: 


bur the Enemies oppoſed themlelues againft him, 


and skirmiſhed a great while with his men : our 
Ordinance a ; 

walles vpon the Enemies, vnull fuch time as our 
powder being fired , by which mcanes there were 
about 20. of our men annoyed.

On the 13. of this month, there blewe a boiſte. 


rous South-weſt wind, and there fell atrerwards 
in the ſpace of three dayes ſuch fore of raine

ſame day were likewiſe both in the Camp of the 
Prince of Orange, and inthe Campe ot the Mar-

the violence of the winde, and afterwards were al- . 


fo many fields drowned, both about Geertruyden- 
bergh and Mcede, to the great diſcommoditic and 
hinderance of the Campe of the Prince of Orange. 


On the 16. of this month was here-concluded in ' 


the Countell of Warre , that the Garriſon ſhould 
watch but ecuery third fight, whereas it was vicd to 

watch cuery {ccond n1y hr. 
On che 18. of this month the water was growne 
 verie 
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verie high about this Towne (by reaſonnor onely 
of the rayne, but likewiſe. by the mcancs of the high 
floods ) and did flow ouer ſome of our bridges thae 
were lately made to goc our of our Counter-ſcarpe 
to eur out-workes and Quarters , ſo that we were 
compelled to drawe out of our ditches ſume of the 
water with our water-mils. | 

On the 19. ofthis month was here a reſolution 
made, that eucry wecke there ſhould a certaine 
number of Quarters oft Rye be iould and baked. 

On the 23. of chis monch remoucd the Prince of 
Orange his Campe from the village of Mcede, and 
marcht with tic greateſt part of his men towards. 
the lower Swalcwe , keeping a firong Arrier- 
guard,and all his Souldiers in a good order, which 
made the 2. Troupes of the Encmies horſe ( that 
intended to ſet vpon ſame of our hindermoſt) ro 
retreate. But ſome of our Vittuallers that were not 
remoued according to the order giuen vnto them, 
were ſurpriſed by the Enemies, and not onely their + 
goods, bs they alſo themſclues taken.

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' On the 25. ofthis menth went ef our horſe thar 
laye here in Gariſen as farre as a place whch is cal- 
led Ecmer, and inticing the Spauifh to come our, 
they retreated rowards the Towne , and 30. Spa- 
piſh horſe purſuing them thereupen,many of them 
were either flainc or burt by our Musketticrs thar 
laye in an ambuſcado. OD 

On the 26. of this month roſe there a great quar- 
rel! in the Spaniſh Camp, betwixt the horſe of che 
Marquis Spnolz,and them of Count John of Naſi, 
Ktriuing together about the prouander for their 
horſes: and the Marquis Sprmo/s cauſed there-ypon 
two of them preſently to be hang'd with their 

boots and ſpurs on their feerte. | 
On the 28. of this moth,fhor the Enemic a Canon 
ſhorour of kis Quarter of ter Hage in the Towne, 

On the 29. oft this month there were many of 
our peeces of Ordinance diſcharged againſt the 
bake-houſes of the Enemies. 

Beth on the laft day of Oftober , and on the r. 
of Noucmber remeoucd the Enemics many of his 
Souldiers,and ſent chem both in the day and night 
time from ter Hayden to ter Hage, and from Ter. 
teringen to Ginneken. | 

On the fiftt of Noucember toeke ſome ofour 
Garriton a Sconce of the Enemies , that was raiſcd 
vpon a place which is called the Stecn-acker, and 
hauing there flaine two Spaniſh Souldicrs rooke 
4. others priſoners, | 

On the next following dayes , there were diners 


5skirmiſhes made about che Hadyke , berwixt our 
MCti 
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men and the- Spaniſh, and we got great ſtore of 
wood in this Towne, indefpite of our Enemics. 
\ On the 8. of this manth , cooke the Englith at- 
rerdinner time, when it was yet very light,a little 
Sconce of the Encmics , which they had raiſed 
ncere Tettcringen. - 

On the ſame day beganne the Enemies to ap- 
proach towards the two Bulwarkes of Naſ/ap and 
Martins , whichelye neerc the French Quarter, and | 
cauſed there ſome Traucrics and Sconces to be 
raiſed : the like they did* likewiſe abour Zuylen 
comming neerer to the Quarter of the Lowe- 
Countric-men , whereupon they fallyed many 
times forth, skirmiſhed with the Spaniſh , and 
played fiercely with their Ordinance vpon them. 
Many were at that time of opinion, that the Enc- 
mies would both hinder vs to ſend our beaſts a- 
broad into the fields, to fetch Turneps and other 
things which grow inthe Gardens and ficlds, and 
that he intended likewiſe to make his circuit round 
about the Towne, that he might beficdge it with 
tew men,and keepe themof theTowne in awe: B 
reaſon of the continuall rayne that fell downe ma- 
ny dayes before , the Enemics had much to doe to 
get any Conuoyes in their Campe. | 

On the 20. of this month marcht Count FHezry 
of Naſſaw out ofthe Enemies Camp, 'and went to- 
wards Bacrle, hauing taken 10. 'pecces of Ordi- 
mance with him, | 

Ou che 22, of this month went ſome Musketiers 
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of the Quarter of the Low-Countrie men abour 
the evening abroad , to raze a little Scance which 
the Enemies had raiſed about Zuylen nor farre 
from their Hornworke, they ſlue ſome ot them thar 
warded it, bur ſeeing that it was made ſtrong boch 
with wood and bauins , they could not 1azc it 
_ quire downe, and were compelled to retreate tud- 
denly, the Enemies comming trom diuers places 
to faſten vpon them : bur our Ordmaance which lay 
ready , both vpon the point or corner of the Ha- 
dyke , andon the Bulwarke of Leambertus , as like- 
wife vpontthe Horneworke was made ready , and 
played very cruelly vpon the Enemies that came 
very ſtrong towards the Towne , and we flue many 
of them , by reaſon of the light which our Granats 
and fire-balles gaue in the Camp of the Enc- 
mics, being ſhor into it by our murthering pee- 


_ © ces], and burnt therea great while as Torches, fo 


that we might cafily perceaue where they wenr. 
Neuerthelcfle ſome of them came very necre to 
our workes , but 200. ot our foote that iave in an 
ambuſh , ſaluted them in ſuch a manner with their 
Muskets, that 60. of them were preſently flayne, 
where-vpon the remainder fſaucd themiclues by 
fliehr. 5 | 
On the ſameday gaue the Marquis Sp/mola ne- 
tice,that he would ſend backe againe to the Towne 
all inch Souldiers as ſhould come gut of it to run 
tol'm, and defired that the Gouernour of Breda 


would doe the like with his men that ſhould come 
| . ro

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 rohim: And he gaue likewiſe ro vnderſtand that he 
would hang all them , which were eithergoing in 
or out of the Towne, and ſhould climbe ouer tis 
workes: and there-vpon he would nor ſuffer the 
Quarter Maſter of the Troupe of horſe of Mr. Ber- 
gainc ſhould be releaſed or ranſommed , he being 
taken after he had giuen notice of his reſolution, 
* and cauſed rwo Husband-men that were going to 
- the Towne to be hang d. | 


On the 23. ofthis month about thecuening, ſal- : 


lycd ſome Soldiers of the French Quarter torth, 
and tooke great ſtore of fagsts trom the Enemies 
( which had brought them ona place which is cal- 
led the Sand-berg, and lyeth nor farre from the 
Molen-berg, thinking to raiſe there a high worke 
or Batterie ) and brought them into our out- 
wor kes. 

On the 24. of ehis month, did our Magiſtrates 
command that onely - the Brewers and Bakers 
ſhould bake and brewe, and the other Burgers 


ſhould buy their bread and beere from them, to. 


the intent they mightthe better and ſooner learne, 
how much corne and malte there was: weekely 
conſumed. | 
On the 25, 0t rhis month there was againe,an in- 
uentaric made of all the graines which were m the 
priuate houſes of the Burgers, and.they were com- 
mandcd not ro fe.] or diminiſh any without leaue 
and permiſſion of the Magiſtrates. 
On the lame day we beganne to loppe againe 
| abouz 
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2boue the Towne both the Riuers of Marke and 
Weer-reyſe, to make the water to rumnd'in our 
dirches, round about the walles and Bulwarkes of 
the Towne, todrowne by ſuch meanes the Camp 
ofthe Enemies. _ T7 

On the 27. ofthis month, camea Conuoy of 
S'Hertrogen-boſh by the waye -of Boxtcll in 
the Enemies Campe, after it had- long beene 
ſtayed, and many times beene beaten backe by the 
Forces of Count Hewry of Ns/[aw , when it was go- 
ing the right way to the Spaniſh Camp, and cucn 
- at this they were compelled tothrow many things 
from their VVaggons , that they might make more 
ſpeed, fearing to be ſurpriſed. When it came in the 
Cainy, the horſe and their men were both ſo wea- 
ry , that they could hardly ſtand any longer vpon 
theirlcgges.  : | 
' In the night time berwixt the tr. and 2, day of 
| December came 15. perſons in the Towne, hauin 
paſt through the works ofthe Encmies, &broughr 
letters with them , to ſhewe how that on the 4.day 
otrhe fame month, there was by the order of the 
States, a generall day appointed of faſting and 
prayers , as likewiſc to giuc vs to vnderftand , how 
that the States had commanded , that on cue; 
Wedneſday , as long as the fiedge of this Towne 
thon!ld laſt. there ſhould be both Sermons and 
prayers made re beſceci the Aimighrtie, that hee 
would be plcaſed to raiſe the fiedge, and take away 
the ſackeneſſe, and plagues by wiuch he vitited the 
Vited Preuinces. - On

On theforth day of this month wat a great fire 
in the Quarter of the enemics, which lyeth about 
* Bauel; and laſted about two houres, the windebe» 
then Southweſt : Ir burarall the Cabins et wo 
Regiments that were come from Terteringen, and 
were there quartered. | 

On. the 7, ot this month, abeut the cuening, fſal- 
lied the Engliſh torth out of their Quarter,and de» 
moltſhed two ſconces which the Enemics had rai» 
ſed abour Tetteringen, and they (the Engliſh) car- 
ried afterwards the wood which was in} them, into 
their Quarter, | 

On the 9. of December, fercht the Magittrates,& 
ſome Capraines and Burgers that were appointed 
ro ſuch purpoſe, all the Corne}; our of the Burgers 
houſes, and carried it to the places that were there» 
unto choſen by the Magiſtrates. > 

On the 10.0fthis month,the Moon being full, & 
a ſpring tide,there was a rumor ſpread throughout 
all the Towne, that the Prince of Oravge was refol- 
ucd ro relicue the Towne with viduals, by meanes 
ot {ome flat-bottome Boars; and this was the rather 
belicued, ſeeing that diuers Turte-ſhips , & other 
Boats, were made ready and prouided both with 
' Warter-men, Shippers, Souldiers, and Ordinance, 
and appointed to goc downe by the Rtuer:' As like- 
wile, by realon that many fouldiers, both horſe & 
toote,, were commaunded to martch ont of the 
cowne. 

| About the ſame time, gathered the Encmies 
likewiſe

Be + tor every 4Qy.ricr, and 12 
other Beaittsbort forthe Burgers and the Borte, o& 
thar thr pound Lhouk bc lol&e;at three Stuucrs 


and 
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and a halfe : as likewiſe that euery weeke there 
ſhould be ſolde 8. bagges of the Salr, that is in the 
Store-houſe or Maguſfin, 

O the ſame day before noone, diſcharged the 


e:cmics fame Cannon-thor tro "Op workes thatarc 
raiſed at Ter-Hage vpon this cowne, but whether 7 ae 


was by reaſon that it was Chriſtmas Euc, or to giue 
{ome token, we could not learne. 

VV hen the 27. of this month came, the Enemies 
had! beliedged this town for the [pace of 4. mouths, 
and they had becne abouec ftiue months in the land 
ot Breda. 

Here withending this yeare, wee will pray the
